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“A LONGER SABBATH" 


When an American workman gets paid SI.00 for his labor 
on some article, hove much will ha have to pay for that article? 


Well, very likely an equal valut* of material was put into the 
article, so another $1.00 would have to be added. 


Then, perhaps., there would be a $1.00 charge for overhead. 
The rent of the shop where the work w'as performed, and light­ 
ing and heating to keep the shop in a comfortable condition, 
and a bookkeeper to keep track of the number of various items 
on hand, so that work weuld not be wasted on items of which 
there was a surplus. These would be some of the items charged 
for as overhead. 


Then the company would have to add another $1.00 for the 
salaries of executives, the cost of advertising and other selling 
expenses, interest costs, and profits. 


Another $2.00 might go to the wholesaler and jobber to cover 
the cost of transferring and distributing the item through 
trade channels. 


Still another $2.00 might have to go to the retailer to cover 
the cost of merchandising. 


Then there would be another charge of less than $2 00 for 
excise and sales taxes. 


Thus the worker miglit have to pay 10 times as much for the 
article as he received for his labor in its direct production. Con- 
tiderlng that much of the amount he pay* goes to janitors, 
watchmen, people who work for power and light companies, 
truck drivers making deliveries, clerks helping customers wdth 
purchases, bookkeepers, et cetera, the price he pays for most 
items does not seem to be exorbitant. 


Why, then, do workers in the Soviet Union have to pay 20, 
30 and 40 times the amount of wages they receive in the di­ 
rect production of an article? 


We cannot blame the exorbitancy on the cost of the material. 
For, in spite of the fact that supervisory personnel in the So­ 
viet are llkelv to be incompetents at high salaries who hold 
the;r jobs because of favor w.th the CJpmmunist Party, the cost 
of materials could be only 2 or 3 times what they are in this 
country. 


And. in spite of the fact that factories would have to include 
in their overhead a lot of dead-heads and boondogkrs who get 
a 
r>d salary for doing nothing because they are members of 
the Communist Party or are in favor with the Party, overhead 
should not be more than a couple of times what it is here. 


And, in spite of the fact that the transportation and distribu­ 
tion systems are managed by unqualified persons, who give 
Uttie regard to the welfare of the peopU* they are supposed to 
erve. and are interested only in staying in the good graces of 
Party official*, we cannot attribute the exorbitancy to distribu­ 
tion costs. 


Where, then, does all the money go to? 


The answer is most apt to be found in the lari charge. The 
charge of excise and sales taxes. 


These could very* well amount to 200 per cent or 300 per cent 
of the appropriate sales price of the article. 


For in the Soviet Union there are many high salaries to be 
paid to elite members of the Communist Party. Many of these 
people produce noth ng of value to the Russian people, and get 
their high income» only because they are so proficient in the 
arts of posing and strutting ’hat they can create a strong im­ 
pression on Communist Party members, most of whom are 
very limited in wisdom. And the posing and strutting gets them 
h gh positions at high salaries. 


The Sovie1 promotion of collective farming is part of the 
Communist program of taking a big cut out of what the work­ 
ingman produces. If the farmer operated his own farm he 
would see how little remained to him after his harvest. By 
having collective farms the farmers cannot determine how 
much each individual farm er produces, and they can thus be 
easily cheated of most of the fruits of their labor. 


And the collective farms are managed, or rather mis-man- 
aged, by non-producers, for they do not represent wise people 
who can render the leadership functions of eliminating waste, 
creating more productive methods, and promoting justice. And 
this latter is very important. For when workers see that the 
greater rewards go to those who produce little, but spend their 
time kowtowing to Party officials, they take the hint. They pro­ 
duce lees, and look for opportunities to kowtow to Party of­ 
ficials. 


At any rate the Soviet Union has increasing numbers of per­ 
sons who try to get higher salaries for producing less of value. 


And the drag on the workingman becomes greater and great­ 
er, for those who do not work must be supported from the pro­ 
duction of those who do work. 


And this is true everywhere. Here tn America, too. If we 
have numbers of persons who are unemployed it is those who 
are employed who must provide for them. We cannot let the 
unemployed starve 


Howf shall we pay this charge? 


Shall we pay a higher income tax rate? 


Shall we pay a higher sales tax? 


Shall we pay a higher social security rate? 


Shall we pay higher retail prices? 


If we give up 10 per cent of our income for the care of the 
unemployed, as is quite likely, isn’t it fair that we also give up 
10 per cent of our work? 


A shorter work week is long overdue. We might as well rec­ 
ognize that there is less wrork to be done .and if the work is 
distributed fairly, few of us should work more than 36 hours 
per week. 


A dole of any kind of demoralizing. Idle hands plus a feel­ 
ing that one is being treated unjustly often results in moral 
11 destruction. 


So it seems that we would be wise to undertake a program of 
bringing in the 36 hour week 
soon as possible. Those who 
will be giving up a portion of their work can feel well satisfied 
that the work they donate to others will not be without gain. 
For our common society will be enriched by the fact that peo­ 
ple do not have to feel that they are being deadheads. And they 
will not be tempted to try criminal methods for obtaining what 
they regard as their due. 


Yesterday is gone. We must not hesitate to adjust ourselves 
to the changes which tomorrow makes inevitable.

Most of the time the locals oper­ 
ate on an a n c i e n t resolution 
passed late some night at a meet­ 
ing attended by just enough to get 
up a stud poker game. This reso­ 
lution says that the local s ex­ 
ecutive council can * appoint* the 
delegates to the convention each 
five years. 
Since the executive council is 
made up of buckos who support 
the local president and the local 
president is a fellow who got there 
because he had the support of the 
regional chief and the regional 
chief made it because he had the 
nod from Brewster, Beck or Hof­ 
fa — who are the three men who 
control the regional set-ups—who 
is going to revolt against whom ’ 
There are a 
few independent 
fellows, but you literally can count 
on the fingers of your hands the 
number of locals which have spo­ 
ken up against the national lead­ 
ership. Counting even those you 
hear about as you hedge-hop thi' 
country, there are rune or ten at 
the most, including Canada. This, 
out of 1,100 locals, fully six weeks 
after the Senate 
probe 
began. 
And a week after it was revealed 
that Beck had directed executive 
vice president Einar Mohn to con­ 
duct a round-robin telephone pcul 
—on Wednesday, March 27 — of 
the Teamster high command on 
the spending of $1,250,000 for a 
public relations job.

The Interna­ 
tional Typographical Union do« n 
even better. It traditionally draws 
an 85 to 90 per cent vote. 
But when you survey th e field, 
you find that of 194 national un­ 
ions, e x a c tly 
150 have no con­ 
stitutional 
provision 
for 
secret 
balloting for national officers. 
Of these, 137 choose then of­ 
ficers and executive boards right 
at the national convention. The 
rank-and-file Just never get the 
chance to vote tor anything. 
This means that almost 80 per 
cent of the AFL-CIO’s 16.000.000 
members never cast a secret bal­ 
lot for their leadership. There are 
some 40 unions therefore which 
do give their people the right to 
vote for convention delegate 
or 
officers 
secretly. 
These 
unions 
have a membership of 3.500,000 
who at least can choose represen­ 
tatives to talk for them at con­ 
ventions 
where they don't vot# 
directly tnemselves.

Scattered Infestations Of Septoria 
Leaf Blight Feund On Wheat 
Scattered infestation of the sep­ 
toria leaf blight or blotch have 
been showing up in a number of 
wheat fields in Southwest Missouri 
and quite possibly some will be 
found in Southeast Missouri, 
ad­ 
vises County Agent Bert Bobbins, 
Tliis disease show’s up as a yel­ 
lowing of the w h e a t with loaf 
blotches or spots 
usually 
being 
color, shape, and margin. 
As tis­ 
sue dies, it turns a straw color or 
brown. 
Wrt soil conditions and c o o l 
weather after the wheat has start­ 
ed growing in the spring favor the 
disease 
As the weather warms 
up. affected fields may be expect­ 
ed to improve rapidly. 
The only 
thing that can be done at this 
time to help infected fields is to 
top dress with nitrogen wherever 
the nitrogen supply is low to en­ 
able the w’heat to come back when 
the weather docs warm up. 
Not all yellowing of wheat is at­ 
tributable to this disease. It should 
not be confused with water dam ­ 
age, low nitrogen in the soil and 
other factors which have caused 
yellowing in the 
county 
earlier 
this spring.

When an A m erican w orkm an gets paid SI.00 for his labor 
on some article, how m uch will ha have to pay for that article? 


Well, very likely an equal value of m aterial w as put into the 
article, so another $1.00 would have to be added. 


Then, perhaps, there would be a $1.00 charge for overhead. 
The ren t of the shop w here the w'ork w'as perform ed, and light­ 
ing and heating to keep the shop in a com fortable condition, 
and a bookkeeper to keep track of the num ber of various items 
on hand, so that work w«uld not be w asted on items of which 
there tvas a surplus. These would be some of the items charged 
for as overhead. 


Then the com pany would have to add another $1.00 for the 
salaries of executives, the cost of advertising and other selling 
expenses, in*erest costs, and profits 


Another $2.00 m ight go to the w holesaler and jobber to cover 
the cost of transferring and distributing the item through 
trade channels. 


Still another $2.00 m ight have to go to the retailer to cover 
the court of m erchandising. 


Then there would be another charge of less than $2.00 for 
excise and rales taxes. 


Thus the w orker m ight have to pay 10 tim es as much for the 
article as he received for his labor in its direct production. Con­ 
sidering that much of the am ount he pays goes to janitors, 
w atchm en, people who work for power and light companies, 
truck drivers making deliveries, clerks helping custom ers with 
purchases, bookkeepers, et cetera, the price he pays for most 
items does not seem to be exorbitant. 


Why, then, do w orkers in the Soviet Union have to pay 20, 
$0 and 40 tim es the am ount of wages they receive in the di­ 
rect production of an article*’ 


We cannot blam e the exorbitancy on the cost of the m aterial. 
For, in spite of the fact that supervisory personnel in the So­ 
viet are likely to be incom petents at high salaries who hold 
their jobs because of favor w.th the CJpmmunist Party, the cost 
of m aterials coulc! lie only 2 or $ times w hat they are in this 
country. 


And. in spite of the fact that factories would have to include 
in their overhead a lot of dead-heads and boondoglers who get 
a g r>d salary for doing nothing because they are members of 
the Com m unist P arty or are in favor w ith the Party, overhead 
should not be m ore than a couple of tim es w hat it is here. 


And, in spite of the fact that the transportation and distribu- 
’ion system s are m anaged bv unqualified persons, who give 
little regard to the w elfare of the people they are supposed to 
erve. and are interested only in staying in the good graces of 
P arty officials, we cannot attrib u te the exorbitancy to distribu­ 
tion costs. 


W here, then, does all the m oney go to? 


The answ er is most apt to be found in the last charge. The 
charge of excise and sales taxes. 


These could very well am ount to 200 per cent or 300 per cent 
of the appropriate sales price of the article. 


For in the Soviet Union there are m any high salaries to be 
paid to elite m em bers of the Com m unist P arty. Many of these 
people produce nothing of v alue to the Russian people, and get 
their high income# only because they are so proficient in the 
arts of posing and strutting that they can create a strong im­ 
pression on C om m unist P arty m em bers, most of whom are 
very limited in wisdom. And the posing and strutting gets them 
high positions at high salaries. 


The Soviet promotion of collective farm ing is part of the 
Com munist program of taking a big cut out of w hat the w ork­ 
ingm an produces. If the farm er operated his own farm he 
would see how' little rem ained to him after his harvest. By 
having collective farm s the farm ers cannot determ ine how 
much each individual farm er produces, and they can thus be 
easily cheated of most of the fruits of their labor. 


And the collective farm s are m anaged, or rath er mLs-man- 
aged, by non-producers, for they do not represent wise people 
who can render the leadership functions of elim inating waste, 
creating more productive m ethods, and prom oting justice. And 
this latter is very im portant. For when w orkers see that the 
greater rew ards go to those w'ho produce little, but spend their 
time kow iow ing to P arty officials, they take the hint. They pro­ 
duce less, and look for opportunities to kowtow to Party of­ 
ficials. 


At any rate the Soviet Union has increasing num bers of per­ 
sons w'ho try to get higher salaries for producing less of value. 


And the drag on the u'orkingm an becomes greater and great­ 
er, for those who do not w ork m ust be supported from the pro­ 
duction of those who do work. 


And this is true everyw here. Here In America, too. If we 
have num bers of persons who are unem ployed it is those who 
are em ployed who m ust provide for 
them . We cannot let the 
unem ployed starve 


How shall we pay this charge? 


Shall we pay a higher income tax 
rate? 


Shall we pay a higher sales tax? 


Shall we pay a higher social security rate? 


Shall we pay higher retail prices? 


If we give up 10 per cent of our income for the care of the 
unemployed, as is quite likely, isn’t it fair that we also give up 
10 per cent of our work? 


A shorter w ork w eek is long overdue. We m ight as w'ell rec­ 
ognize that there is less w'ork to be done .and 
if the work 
is 
distributed fairly, few of us should work more than 36 hours 
per week. 


A dole of any kind of dem oralizing. Idle hands plus a feel­ 
ing th at one is being treated unjustly often results in moral 
* destruction. 


So it seems that we would be wise to undertake a program of 
bringing in the 36 hour week a^ soon as possible. Those who 
will be giving up a portion of their work can feel w'ell satisfied 
that the w ork they donate to others will not be w ithout gain. 
For our common society will be enriched by the fact that peo­ 
ple do not have to feel that they are being deadheads. And they 
will not be tem pted to try crim inal methods for obtaining w hat 
they regard as their due. 


Y esterday is gone We m ust not hesitate to adjust ourselves 
to th« changes which tom orrow m akes inevitable.

When an Am erican w orkm an gets paid 51.00 for his labor 
on some article, how’ m uch w ill ha have to pay for th at article? 


Well, very likely an equal value of m aterial w as put into the 
article, so another $1.00 would have to be added. 


Then, perhaps, there would be a $1.00 charge for overhead. 
The rent of the shop w here the w*ork w'as perform ed, and light­ 
ing and heating to keep the shop in a com fortable condition, 
and a bookkeeper to keep track of the num ber of various items 
on hand, so that w ork w'wuld not be w asted on item s of which 
there w*as a surplus.

Then the com pany would have to add another $1.00 for the 
salaries of executives, the cost of advertising and other selling 
expenses, interest costs, and profits

trade channels. 


Still another $2 00 might have to go to the retailer to cover 
the cost of merchandising 


Then there would be another charge of less than $2.00 for 
excise and sales taxes. 


Thus the w orker might have to pay IO tim es as m uch for the 
article as he received for his labor Sn Its direct production. Con­ 
sidering that much of the am ount he pays goes to janitors, 
w atchm en, people w’ho work for pow er and light com panies, 
truck drivers m aking deliveries, clerks helping custom ers with 
purchases, bookkeepers, et cetera, the price he pays for most 
item s does not seem to be exorbitant 


Why, then, do workers In the Soviet Union h a \e to pay 20, 
30 and 40 times the amount of wages they receive in the di­ 
rect production of an article” 


We cannot blam e the exorbitancy on the cost of the m aterial. 
For. in spite of the fact that supervisory personnel in the S o 
vie! are likely to be incom petents at high salaries who hold 
their job* because of favor with the Qxmmunist Party, the cost 
of m aterials could be only 2 or 3 tim es w*hat they are in this 
country. 


And. in spite of the fact that factories would have to include 
in their overhead a lot of dead-heads and boondoglers who get 
a g od salary for doing nothing because they are m em bers of 
the Communist P arty or are in favor with the P arty, overhead 
should not be m ore than a couple of times arhat It is here. 


And, in spite of the fact that the transportation and distribu­ 
tion systems are m anaged bv unqualified persons. w*ho give 
little regard to the w elfare of the people they are supposed to 
»erve, and are interested only In staying in the good graces of 
P arty officials, we cannot attribute the exorbitancy to distribu­ 
tion cost* 


W here, then, does all the money go to? 


The answ er is m ost apt to be found in the last charge. The 
charge of excise and sales taxes. 


These could very well am ount to 200 per cent or 300 per cent 
of the appropriate sales price of the article. 


For in the Soviet Union there are m any high salaries to be 
paid to elite m em bers of the Com munist P arty. M any of these 
people produce nothing of value to the Russian people, and get 
their high income* only because they are so proficient in the 
arts of posing and strutting that thee can create a strong im­ 
pression on Com m unist P arty m em bers, most of whom are 
very limited in wisdom . And the posing and strutting gets them 
h ;gh positions at high salaries. 


The Sovie* prom otion of collective farm ing is part of the 
Com m unist program of taking a big cut out of w hat the w ork­ 
ingm an produces. If the farm er operated his own farm he 
w*ould see how little rem ained to him after his harvest. By 
having collective farm * the farm ers cannot determ ine how 
much each individual farm er produces, and they can thus be 
easily cheated of most of the fruits of their labor. 


And the collective farm s are m anaged, or rath e r mis-man- 
aged. by non-producers, for they do not represent wise people 
who can render the leadership functions of elim inating w aste, 
creating more productive method*, and prom oting justice. And 
this latter Is very im portant. For when w orkers see that the 
greater rew ards go to those who produce little, but spend their 
tim e kow-towing to P arty officials, they take the hint. They pro­ 
duce less, and look for opportunities to kowtow to P arty of­ 
ficials. 


At any rate th** Soviet Union has increasing num bers of per­ 
son* who try to get higher salaries for producing less of value 


And the drag on the w orkingm an becomes greater and great­ 
er, for those who do not work must be supported from the pro­ 
duction of those w ho do work. 


And this is true everyw here. Here In America, too. If we 
have num bers of person* who are unem ployed it is those who 
are employed w ho m ust provide fqr them. We cannot let the 
unem ployed starve 


How' shall we pay this charge? 


Shall we pay a higher income tax rate? 


Shaft we pay a higher sales tax? 


Shall « t pay a higher social security rate? 


Shall we pay hight*: retail prices? 


If we give up IO per cent of our income for the care of the 
unemployed, aa is quite likely, isn’t it fair th at we also give up 
IO per cent of our w ork? 


A shorter w*ork w eek is long overdue. We m ight as well rec­ 
ognize that there is less work to be done .and if the work is 
distributed fairly, few of us should w*ork m ore than 36 flours 
per week. 


A dole of any kind of dem oralizing. 
Idle hands plus a feel­ 
ing that one is being treated unjustly often results 
in m oral 
• destruction. 


So it seems th a t we would be wise to undertake a program of 
bringing in the 36 hour week sui soon as possible. Those who 
will be giving up a portion of their work can feel w*ell satisfied 
that the w’ork they donate to others will not be w ithout gain. 
For our common society will be enriched by the fact that peo­ 
ple do not have to feel th a t they are being deadheads. And they 
will not be tem pted to try crim inal methods for obtaining w hat 
they regard as their due. 


Yesterday is gone We m ust not hesitate to adjust ourselves 
to the changes w hich tom orrow m akes inevitable.

This, 
out of 1,100 locals, fully six weeks 
after the Senate 
probe 
began. 
And a week after it was revealed 
that Beck had directed executive

There are 
some 40 unions therefore which 
do give their people the right to 
vote for convention delegates or 
Officers 
.secretly. 
These 
unions 
have a membership of 3.500,000 
who at least can choose represen­

- where they don’t vote 
directly themselves.

The pussy willow's gray-fur nose 
is sniffing the air these days to test 
the nearness of spring. Nearly 200 
different species of willows have 
been described and in

there are many natural hybrids. It 
is the Galucous willow that is the 
pussy, and in m ost areas it is moi# 
likely to be a shrub than a tree. 
lf one wishes a new and inter­ 
esting nature study, examine th# 
buds of trees beneath a hand lens. 
The bud of the black willow, our 
most common, large - size willow, 
is a rich, glowing red; the bud of 
the swam p willow has an orange 
hue.
